Early in May, ’Oi down from the find 
hills of Coos County in New side 
Hampshire, came a young man tire

He enlisted in the Bethel Com- 
pany,and with us left the station 
that May morning thirty-six years 
ago. He was with his company 
Continually till we left the Penin¬ 
sula in August, 1862. We well re¬ 
remember him in the battle of 
Gaines Hill, June 27, 1862. At this 
time tbe regiment was engaged 
late in the afternoon, in its first 
great battle where it achieved 
much glory. In this engagement 
Col. Jackson was wounded and 


s compelled to .leave the field, 
t Lieu. Col., Heath, was killed in 
3 makiDg the charge near the Ma- 
3 gee house; Major Bcam'mon was 
t sick in the hospital. It was here 
I found myself in command of the 
1 regiment for the first time. 
r As our lines advanced, the regi- 
3 ment was divided by the house, 

3 seven companies on the right, and 
3 three on the left; and this position 
r we held till quite late, not know- 
E ing that Jackson had left the 
j grounds till dark. At -this time 
: the seven companies on the right 
. of the building, had fallen back 
; with a portion of the I6th New

ies left about half an hour later. 

The Bethel Company was one of 
this, number, and as Col. Cake of 
the 96th Penn. fell back he 
ordered me to join him with the 
three companies. At this time, 
Horn asked me to allow him to re¬ 
main and burn the balance of bis 
ammunition, and as we moved 
back I turned around to see what 
he was doing. I can now seem to 
to see him as he stood there by tbe 
corner of tbe house, sighting 
his rifle at the blaze of the rebel 
musketry, some thirty rods 
away.

First, stpp waiting for your 
elders to do something. It is your 
1 funeral, not tbeirs; and such of 
’ them as take an interest in you do 
’ not happen to be the ones who 
■ count. 

Visiting wheelmen look up and 
down your streets, at each other, 
at you,— and laugh. Here is a 
large village, they say, and the 
worst riding x-ound about is right 
in the heart of it. What are these 
fellows thinking of? Haven’t they 
heads and hands of their own? 
Haven’tthey any pride? 

“Well, the weather has been 
against us,” says one. 

Not at all. The wind is with you 
if only you know how to handle 
your craft. 

“We have good roads now!” 
says one, indignantly, and we 
doubt his sanity till we find he 
refers to one little strip that is 
passable for,. say, two furlongs. 
Now, boys, wake up! Put a little 
base ball ginger into your souls, 
and do something. 

What? 

Well, to begin with, wheel up to 
the mills and pick out the biggest 
log in the boom. Buy a five foot 
section of it, cut where it is practi¬ 
cally cylindrical.

As above mentioned, these mi- lit 
crococel may be already present gi 
in the individual when in health - TJj 
or he may at any time be exposed no 
to and inhale them— but it is ini 
only when his system-is in a con- fei 
dition of sufficient non-resistance th 
that lie is open to infection. We N< 
all know that in this disease there ad 


I appears, after the first few days o 
invasion (during which time the 
micrococci are multiplying and 
developing their poison) a pro¬ 
nounced chill, after which there is 
a constantly increasing fever ac¬ 
companied with an acute inflam¬ 
mation of one or both lungs. In 
most cases, after a varying period 
of from 5 to 9 days, there is a sud¬ 
den drop in the temperature, form¬ 
ing what is known as the crisis. 
Now it is supposed that up to the 
time of the crisis the toxine devel¬ 
oped by the micrococcus has been 
3teadily increasing, producing 
nore and more profound consti¬ 
tutional results. But at the same 
time the tissues have been devol¬ 
ving their antitoxine and the 
irisis marks the exact moment 
vhen this antidotal substance has 
>een at last produced in sufficient 
I uantitles to quite nfeutralize the 
oxine of the micrococcus and ren- 
Ler it inert. 

An Interesting fact is that at the 
ime of the crisis fh pneumonia 
he micrococci in the individual’s 
Issues are in no way affected, 
'hey remain in the lungs and can 
ie detected in full vigor and viru- 
snee in the sputum of patients 
long time after the disease is 
ured. They have lost none of 
heir power of producing poison- 
us products and still possess all 
f their disease-producing proper- 
ies when introduced into suscep- 
ible animals. It is only i u the 
ody of their host that they have 
)st their virulence, for his tissue 
3lls have risen to the emergency 
ud manufactured a substance 
lat was antidotal to the poison 
t the micrococcus. If, however, 
e have an individual in a family 
ho has recovered from pneumon- 
l— we have also one who Is pecu- 
arly likely to produce tho same 
isease in others— for as above 
lid he is still full of tho microcoe- 
of that disease and these are ca- 
ible, often with an increased de- 
ree of virulence, of producing it 
i other indididuals. If, then, 
tere are present in a family in- 
viduals who are susceptible— 
lat is to say who are in a systo- 
t mic condition that is below the 
r plane of healthy natural resis- 
. tance — such individuals are es- 
3 pecially prone to the contraction of 
, the disease because they have a 
; congenial soil and there is present 
i a member of the family who has 
[ within himself, in his sputum 
■ and in his exhalations, any 
amount of the most active kind 
of seed. 

Not every person, though ho be 
in a state of body that renders the 
invasion by pneumonia possible— 
will acquire pneumonia— provid¬ 
ed he be not exposed to the speci¬ 
fic organisms of that disease. 
But if he should be susceptible, 
and should at tho same time be so 
placed as to reader Ills iuhalation 
or absorption of the micrococci an 
assured fact — we may reason¬ 
ably expect to witness, In bis case, 
a repetition of all those phenom¬ 
ena that characterize the disease 
known as pneumonia.

The workmen who are tearing 
out the interior of the old build¬ 
ing for the purpose of remodeling 
Appleton Hall, at Bowdoin Col¬ 
lege, were surprised the other day 
as were the faculty also, to find 
beneath the building a subterran¬ 
ean basement, which had been for¬ 
gotten and left undisturbed for 
many years.

To Change Memorial Day. 

New York, July 28.—Some mem¬ 
bers of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in this city are actively 
engaged in promoting a move¬ 
ment for the change of the observ¬ 
ance of Memorial day from May 
30 to the last Sunday in May. Al¬ 
though ah act of congress will be 
necessary to effect the change, the 
Grand Army* veterans believe it 
can be brought about. The sub¬ 
ject is to be submitted to the na¬ 
tional encampment in Buffalo on 
August 23rd next. If the encamp¬ 
ment acts favoraoly upon it, it is 
believed that the change will be 
made. ^ 

E. J. Atkinson, secretary of the 
memorial committee, said yester¬ 
day : 

“Memorial day is rapidly be¬ 
coming one of the enjoyment of 
out-door sports, excursions and 
picnics. It is, in fact becoming 
like an ordinary holiday, and there 
is danger that the true meaning of 
the day may be lost. There 
seems to me to be an inconsistency 
in decorating graves of a nation’s 
dead and hurrying to a-.ball ground 
or a horse race. 

“At present services are held in 
all the churches on the Sunday 
preceding Memorial day. By 
changing the observance of the 
day to Sunday these services will 
have an added meaning and the 
true purpose of the day recogniz¬ 
ed.”

Buffalo, N. Y, July 29.—Com- 
mander-in-Chief Clarkson of the 
Grand Army of the Republic has 
issued a general order from Na¬ 
tional Headquarters at Omaha in 
regard to the arrangements for the 
great encampment. The comman¬ 
der-in-chief escorted by the de¬ 
partment commander will leave 
Omaha on Saturday, August 1st, 
at G p. m., by special train. Na¬ 
tional headquarters at Omaha will 
be closed ou that date and opened 
in Buffalo on Monday, August 23. 
The 31st national encampment of 
the G. A. R. will assemble in Mu¬ 
sic Hall, Buffalo, on Thursday, Au¬ 
gust 26, at 9 a. m. As there is 
much business to come before the 
encampment, its sessions will be 
called to order promptly at the 
hour named. 

The annual parade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic will take 
place on Wednesday, August 5. 


Forty Steamers to Take Cereals to 
Europe Chartered at Philadelphia 
in One Day. 

Philadelphia, July 30.—The Re¬ 
cord to-day has the following: 
Forty steamers were yesterday 
chartered to Hoad cargoes of 
grain at Philadelphia, New York, 
Baltimore and Newport News for 
ports in the United Kingdom and 
Europe, making a day’s record, 
which, it is claimed has never been 
equalled. 

To fill these vessels it will re¬ 
quire over 4,000,000 bushels of 
grain and at least one third of the 
chartered steamers will load there 
at the Port Richmond and' Girade 
Point elevators, which are rapidly 
being made ready for the great 
rush this fall. 

L. Von Hoffman will ship 
$1,000,000 in gold to-morrow. , The 
total to-day is $3,950,000. 


David R. Brackett formerly of 
LewistOD, Me., who has been for 
some years in Alaska, and who 
has been visiting at his old home, 
claims to be the first white man 
who ever found gold in the Klon¬ 
dyke regions. Mr. Brackett says; 
“I went to Alaska in 1877, and I 
was there till last year when, with 
others, I came home to see civil¬ 
ization. When I came away, Syl¬ 
vester was up on the Frazer river 
buying furs. He has an Indian 
wife and several bright, keen¬ 
looking half-breed daughters, 
whom he has educated himself, 
and who are a credit to Alaska and 
to America as well. I settled 
down at Sitka to work in a saw¬ 
mill when I first went to Alaska, 
and afterward carried supplies for 
the miners, carried the mail from 
the camps up in the country to the 
towns along the shore, and then 
mined a little myself. I did a 
little prospecting on my own 
account up there, and I know 
whereof I speak when I say that 
Alaska will yet prove to be the 
richest part of our uncle’s domain. 

One day in the summer of 1879 I 
was travelling down the Yukon 
valley from Forty Mile, when I 
came to a place where a landslide 
had torn off the edge of a mountain 
gape. There, lying across the track 
at my feet, was the great, skeleton 
of a Mastodon. I examined it 
carefully, and found that when the 
animal was alive it must have been 
several times larger than the larg¬ 
est elephant 1 ever saw. Since 
then large deposits of fossil ivory 
have been discovered in the Yukon 
valley. If I am not mistaken, 
mining this precious material will 
some day take place in Alaska. It 
was on one of these trips of mine 
in 1879 that I crossed the great 
backbone of the Alaskan mountain 
and went over on the British terri¬ 
tory. I went down through what 
the world well knows as the Circle 
City, Fort Cudahy, the Klondyke, 
to the site -of Fort Reliance. I 
camped lor twenty-four hours on 
the ledges above what I know well 
was bonanza creek. Two of my 
Indians came in with furs at ten at 
night, and I traded for them. 

“Then, as it was still light, I 
walked down to the end of the 
creek, and there picked up a nug¬ 
get with gold in it. I looked 
around for more, but not finding 
any, I put the stone in my pouch 
and didn’t think much more of it. 
At Sitka I showed it to an old 
miner, who offered me $75 for it. 
I took him quick, but wouldn’t tell 
where I found it. I went up the 
Yukon in 18S1 and tried to locate 
my creek again, but failed. Clar¬ 
ence Berry of Fresno, Cal., went 
up the river in 1890, and I suppose 
located near Klondyke and 
Bonanza Creek. He and Frank 
Phiseator of Michigan were 
among the discoverers, but I have 
always claimed that I picked up 
the first nugget on Bonanza Creek. 
From my observations up there I 
am convinced that the mountains 
on the American side of the line 
are the real backbone, and that all 
the creeks and tributaries of the 
Yukon river are full of gold. They 
are the real parent of the American 
gold streak that simmers down

Fell Over A 300-Foot Precipice. 

Tacoma, Wash., July 30.— Pro¬ 
fessor Edgar McClure, of the Ore¬ 
gon State U niversity, fell over a 
300 feet precipice while decending 
Mount Tacoma in the darkness 
Tuesday night. His body was 
found Wednesday and was placed 
in a snowbank and is now waiting 
the arrival of an undertaker. 

David Connell of Portland, Ore¬ 
gon, McClure’s traveling compan¬ 
ion says every bone in the profes¬ 
sor’s body was broken by the fall. 
His fac 8 was lacerated and his 
skull fractured. 

Prof. McClure was married and 
about 30 years of age. He had 
charge of the government’s scienti¬ 
fic department of the annual moun¬ 
tain climbing expedition of the 
Mazamas, the coast Alpine society. 
He and his friends did not go with 
the regular party, which number¬ 
ed 50 and which made the ascent 
and decent in safety, using a life 
line. 

The McClure party used no life 
line and recklessness while 
traveling by night accounts for the 
accident. In the darkness the 
party lost the trail on the Muis 
glacier. McClure warned his 
companions to be careful and 
started to reach what looked like 
a pile of rocks a few feet away. 
The rocks were a hundred feet be¬ 
low. 

Webster Pierce of Pendleton, 
while looking over the precipice 
became partly deranged and could 
not ascend the mountain. No ba¬ 
rometer has been safely brought 
down from Mount Tacoma, and 
Mr. McClure on starting'to descend 
promised to preserve , his at all
